DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on December 3, 
2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-28 are allowed. 

3. At the instant, Matz, as modified by Dillon, fails to disclose that the first and second 
pivot members extend from the rear end of the tumbler. Matz, as shown in 
attachment #1 of the final Office Action mailed on October 21, 2008, shows that the 
first and second pivot members are part of the body between the rear and the front 
end.
